HINTS  FOR  PROPER  PLANTING  AND 
AFTER  CULTIVATION 


Most  of  the  Nursery  Stock  that  fails  to  grow  is  not  properly  planted  or  cared 
for  after  planting. 

Transplanting  is  a comparatively  easy  operation  and  should  be  successful  in 
nearly  all  cases,  but  care  must  be  given  the  plant  to  insure  its  growth.  Water  should 
be  used  twice  a week  in  liberal  quantities  and  frequent  loosening  of  the  soil  about 
the  plant  is  essential. 

All  plants  without  soil  on  the  roots  should  have  tops  trimmed  back  at  least 
one-third. 

Plant  only  in  good  soil,  preferably  when  damp,  but  not  muddy.  Dig  holes  deep 
and  wide  enough  to  contain  the  roots  v/ithout  cramping. 

Pack  the  earth  firmly  about  the  roots,  but  do  not  fill  the  hole  quite  full,  leaving 
a basin  to  hold  water. 

Allow  no  manure  or  fertilizer  to  touch  the  roots:  either  mix  thoroughly  with  the 


soil,  or  better  yet,  put  it  around  on  top  of  the  soil  after  trees  are  planted:  the  rains 
will  soak  it  down.  If  the  roots  are  bruised,  cut  them  off  with  a sharp  knife,  making 
a smooth  cut. 

The  Depth  to  Plant.  Standard  Fruit  Trees,  one  inch  under  where  budded  on 
root;  Dwarf  Fruit  Trees,  three  inches  under;  Grape  Vines,  have  first  bud  on  stem  even 
with  ground:  other  Vines,  one  inch  lower  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery,  which  you 
can  tell  by  the  stem  being  a lighter  color.  Strawberry  plants  should  have  the  crown 
even  with  surface  of  ground.  Rose  Bushes  should  be  planted  three  or  four  inches 
below  the  offset  in  the  stem. 

If  these  simple  directions  are  followed,  results  will  be  satisfactory  in  practically 
all  cases.
